This  is  always  a  day  of  joy  and  re- 
joicing. It  is  the  day  of  victory.  We 
hope  to  make  it  a  great  one  for  our 
church  this  year.  We  Avant  every  mem- 
ber out  to  all  of  the  services.  We  will 
have  a  special  program  for  the  Sun- 
day School  at  9  :30.  Come  to  this  ser- 
vice. The  communion  service,  baptism 
and  reception  of  members  at  10 :30.  The 
evening  service  at  7  :30.  Special  music 
by  the  choir  at  both  morning  and  even- 
ing services.  The  Easter  offering  will 
be  for  benevolence.

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THE  HARVEST  OF  SOULS. 

It  was  reported  in  the  city  papers 
a  few  weeks  ago  that  more  than  two 
thousand  souls  had  been  gathered  into 
the  churches,  since  the  close  of  the 
meetings  at  the  tabernacle.  We  are 
sure  that  since  then  some  hundreds 
more  have  come  into  the  churches,  but 
the  harvest  is  not  yet  ended,  and  will 
not  be  for  months  and  possibly  for 
years  to  come.  Eternity  alone  will  re- 
veal the  full  results  of  the  campaign. 
The  harvest  is  ripe  and  we  must  keep 
on  praying  and  working.  Hundreds  of 
people  who  have  not  yet  made  a  pub- 
lic confession  of  Christ  have  been 
moved  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  are  not 
far  from  the  kingdom.  The  ingather- 
ing of  souls  will  depend  upon  our 
prayers  and  efforts.  The  enthusiasm 
and  passion  for  souls  must  not  abate ; 
our  zeal  must  be  intensified,  and  the 
work  must  go  on. 

It  is  a  great  joy  to  see  men  and  wo- 
men out  in  search  of  souls  and  bringing 
them  to  the  services,  and  then  win  them 
for  Christ.  One  of  the  evidences  of  a 
true  conversion  is  the  passion  for  souls. 
Many  of  the  new  recruits  in  the 
churches  are  now  anxious  about  their 
friends  and  neighbors,  and  are  trying 
to  win  them  for  Christ.  We  rejoice  in 
the  spirit  of  enthusiasm  that  has  come 
into  the  church.  The  earnestness  which 
the  people  manifest  in  testifying  for 
Christ  and  in  taking  part  in  the  public 
services  and  the  willingness  to  do  work 
for  the  Master  are  evidences  of  a  genu- 
ine revival.  To  be  happy  and  success- 
ful in  the  Christian  life  we  must  con- 
fess Jesus  and  work  for  Him.  We  must 
use  the  talents  He  has  given  us.  God's 
law  of  service  is  "Use  or  lose."  The 
Master  says  the  branch  that  does  not 
bear  fruit  is  taken  away.  As  an  ad- 
ditional word  of  counsel  to  the  church, 
we  want  to  emphasize  again  the  im- 
portance of  regular  attendance  upon 
divine  service.  The  church  needs  your 
presence  at  the  services  and  you  need 
the  help  of  the  services.  You  cannot 
get  along  without  the  means  of  grace 
in  God's  house.    Do  not  think  it  is  suf- 


ficient for  you  to  be  at  the  services  now 
and  then.  Every  church  member  needs 
the  help  of  the  prayer  meeting  service, 
and  all  of  the  Sabbath  services.  Be- 
ing at  the  services  once  a  Sabbath  is 
serving  the  Lord  at  a  "poor  dying 
rate."  "Oncers"  are  the  next  door  to 
noncers.  To  be  a  fruitful  and  growing 
Christian  you  must  keep  in  living  touch 
with  Christ  and  you  must  be  a  worker. 
One  of  the  surest  evidences  of  being 
a  child  of  God  is  the  heart  and  soul 
thirst  and  hunger  for  the  service  in 
the  house  of  God.  The  Psalmist  says: 
My  soul  longeth,  yea,  even  f ainteth  for 
the  courts  of  the  Lord;  my  heart  and 
my  flesh  crieth  out  for  the  living  God. 
Blessed  are  they  that  dwell  in  the  house 
of  the  Lord,  they  will  still  be  praising 
Thee."  Have  you  this  soul  hunger? 
If  so,  encourage  it;  do  not  quench  it. 
If  you  do  not  have  it,  do  not  rest  day 
nor  night  until  you  find  it.
